S.O. 3520 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 38 of the Ancient 
Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1958 (24 of 1958), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Rules, 1959, the same 
having been previously published rs required by sub-section (1) of the said 
section, namely:— 


1. These rules may be called the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites 
and Remains (Amendment - ) Rules, 1960. 

2. In the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Rules
